h. The OTR Briefing and Orientation Officer continued his 
briefings of a large number of senior U.S. and foreign military officers, 
MAAG groups, foreign officer student groups (USAINTS), and other military 
personnel. 


i. OTR continued to provide its regularly scheduled blocks of 
instruction in USAINT's Senior Foreign Officers Intelligence Course.
